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For the seventh straight year the Broome Tech bas- 
ketball squad hung up a winning record, By notching 
twelve victories in twenty-two games against the 
toughest available opposition, including eight four- 
year colleges, the Hornet Cagers maintained the Tech 
tradition of never having a losing season and at the 
Same time ran their all-time mark to 135 wins and 
only 42 losses, an enviable .758 percentage, 

Although Co-Captains Murph Hlopko and Bill Dekar 
were the only returnees, the pre-season court pic- 
ture looked bright for Coach Dick Baldwin as a rush 
of talented freshmen reported for practice. Then, 
after a tough opening 57-50 win over a youthful and 
spirited Alumni five, misfortune in the shape of in- 
eligibility overtook the Black and Gold and two start-
